With Retest af Retail Merchants' 


Association ta Put Daw, Concrete 


Pavements in Centre Square. 


Committee Presents Matter. 


ONE THOUSAND

Tho Borough Council at their moot­ 
ing Tuesday night failed to taka any 
action on the suggestion of the Retail 
Merchants' Association that the town 
put down concrete pavements in its 
portions of the sidewalks af Centre 
Square. 
The m atter was presented to Coun­ 
cil by a committee from the A nocia­ 
tion. consisting of Messrs. Wm. Arch 
McClean. J. I.

Mr. McClean was spokes­ 
man and pointed out the present con­ 
dition of the borough's pavements, the 
impiovenients being made by property- 
owners sad the fact that it is time for 
the town to twgin work 
looking 
to ­ 
wards 
its best appearance in 1918. 
He said that each corner 
would cost 
the town from $200 to $250. Mr. Butt 
objected to putting down new pave­ 
ments where old ones are reasonably 
good and also objected 
to concrete,

tramps, when be was struck and in ­ 
stantly killed by the engine of the pas­ 
senger train which leaves Hanover at 
7.20 p. rn. for Littlestown. The m an's 
skull was crushed and his brains scat­ 
tered along the track his left leg was 
cat off above the ankle, and part of 
his right foot was also severed.

Good Judgment Required on tho Part 
of Managers. 
Au authority says: The aho wing of 
horses at aute and county flails, live 
stock 
expositions 
and other such 
events bas proved to be of Immense 
value in stimulating horse breeding. 
The great 
value of 
horse shows 
should be recognized by all, and the 
fullest support should be given their 
projectors. 
The first and greatest work has been 
the creating of a standard, and it la 
absolutely necessary to keep up the 
high marks that have been aet and 
not permit the awarding of money for 
horses of no particular merit. This is 
a mistake that bas been made at some 
fain where the management was un­ 
der the influence of people tf^t de­ 
sired to throw the doon wide «. .ton to 
the admission of all kinds of animals. 
Whenever this la done the value of 
the horse show is neutralized, as it 
has no reason for existence except to 
raise the quality of horses being bred. 
To award a premium to a scrub stal­ 
lion Is to recommend him as a sire, 
with the further effect of stimulating 
the breed of scrubs rather than* of 
horses of high quality. 
The qualities that enter into the 
makeup of the winning horse are 
stamina, vitality, correctness of form? 
symmetry, 
weight, 
beauty, 
speed, 
firmness of bone, abundance of mus­ 
cular tissues, intelligence and action. 
These are definite qualities, and it is 
desirable that all horses bred in this 
country have them. 
AU men that expect to show their 
horres at fairs are continually breed­ 
ing to get into them the above good 
qualities and as many other good qual­ 
ities as can be thought of. It is easy

to see, then, that the masses of our 
horse breeders have come under the 
spell of the stock shows. 
With the 
acceptance of the qualities as req­ 
uisites in horses by the foremost breed­ 
ers of the country it is not strange that 
the other breeders have accepted the 
same standards and are following them 
to some extent. 
The showing of horses will continue 
to be popular, and the popularity will 
increase with the improvement in qual­ 
ity. because it is easier to become en­ 
thusiastic over a fine horse than over a 
horse of very ordinary qualities. The 
higher the general qualities of the 
horses shown the more numerous will 
be the entries, both lieeause there will 
be more horses than can possibly .win 
prizes and also because there will be 
a more widespread application of the 
wisdom of a community breeding all 
good horses rather than a few good 
horses and many poor ones. 


Cars of Driving Animal. 
The good road horse needs good 
care. 
When he comes in tired, wet 
and dirty rub him down and blanket, 
and use bandages on his legs. 
Then 
after he has cooled off give him a vig­ 
orous brushing and put him up for 
the night.

Use Modern Methods. 
Does every cow in your herd return 
you a profit? You cannot know unless 
you have tested the milk and keep a 
record of the yield. Use the best mod­ 
ern method and be assured of results. 


Lo m of Buttermilk Curd. 
Loss of curd from buttermilk can 
be saved by a.raining through a very 
fine meshed cheesecloth or by adding 
a small quantity, about one-fourth 
sweet skim milk to three-fourths but­ 
termilk. 
Let the mixture stand over­ 
night at a temperature of about OD 
degrees. Then heat the next morning 
to about 120 degrees and let stand one 
hour. 
Dairyman Must Know Hit Cows. 
The successful dairyman must be a 
student of the task before him. 
He 
must know his cows, know how to 
care for them, know how to bandle 
their product and know how to breed 
for better stock. This, of course, he 
cannot do unless be has the pure bred 
bull to breed from. This is one of the 
prime requisites of the profitable dairy 
farm. 
Main Points In Dairy Cow. 
In judging the qualities of a cow as 
to whether she will prove profitable 
first look at the head. 
It should be 
comparatively small, clean cut in out­ 
line and thin. 
The neck should be 
small and tapering and quite narrow 
immediately back of the head. 
Her 
eye should be clear and prominent. 
This indicates nerve force and energy. 
The body of the cow should be slightly 
wedge shaped, with good, ample heart 
■drib. The udder is the third point of 
great importance. 
It should be well 
developed, not fleshy, and well veined. 
These are the main points in the dairy 
cow. but they do not guarantee a good 
milker by any means, though it is al­ 
ways well to consider them. 


Cats In tho Navy.

A R E G E N E R A T E D C O T T O N F A R M . 
During the past four or five years 
the department of agriculture at W ash­ 
ington has issued bulletins giving ac­ 
count of some of the best managed 
farms of different types to be found 
in (be country with the Idea that such 
practical object lessons would be bene­ 
ficial to other farmers not meeting 
with so large a measure of success 
The plan bas seemed to be a decided 
success, and much Interest has been 
manifested in the published bulletins. 
The latest to be put out by the depart­ 
ment Is farmers’ bulletin No. 364. 
which gives an account of a profitable 
cottou farm in South Carolina. Seven 
year ago. when the present owner 
took possession of this piece of land, It 
was a plated out. rundown proposi­ 
tion, a type of scores to be found in 
the cotton belt. producing but five to 
eight bushels of corn or 300 pounds 
of seed cotton |>er acre. The methods 
adopted for Its regeneration were a 
deep and thorough cultivation of the 
soil. the use of liarnyard manure and 
some commercial fertilizers, the rota­ 
tion of crops and the exercise of in­ 
dustry and good Judgment on the part 
of the owner. The farm contains 132 
acres, only half of which Is devoted 
to crops. The first year the new meth­ 
ods were tried one and one-half hales 
of cotton and thirty-seven bushels of 
com were pnsiuced per acre. At pres­ 
ent the owner gets a yield of two and 
one-quarter bales of cotton, eighty- 
five bushels of corn amj. eighty bushels 
of oats per acre. 
He keeps twenty- 
four bend of native cattle, mainly for 
the manure, though they give him a 
small profit besides. 
From a discour­ 
aging and I tank rapt proposition this 
farm has been brought to the point 
where It yields a large Income and a 
handsome profit. 
The bulletin, which 
may lie had by WTlting one’s repre­ 
sentative cr *»enntor or to the depart­ 
m ent at Washington, should be in the 
hands of every cotton state farmer 
who Is not making the most of his ag­ 
ricultural opportunities. 
It will give 
him light. 


T IM E I O W A K E UP. 
It is becoming more apfiarent every 
day to those who have a thought for 
the future welfare of our varied and 
extensive horticultural interests that 
congress should take up at an early 
date serious consideration of laws 
which will secure a stringent aud 
thorough inspection of fruita aud all 
kinds of nursery stock brought into 
the country or shipped from state to 
state. 
Measures of this kind have 
been before congress at previous aes 
slous. but somehow the nuraerymau 
has seemed to have a bigger pull than 
the enormous fruit growing interests 
of the country. 
It’s time this thing 
was turned about and the large class 
who suffer from the shipment of dis­ 
eased uursery stock were given a hear­ 
ing. 
These people have representa­ 
tives at Washington; but, as in a good 
many other instances, it is the “other 
fellow.” 
the special 
interest chap, 
whose claims are first considered. To 
show the need of the enactment of a 
law of the character referred to, there 
may be cited from many instances the 
importation last year on pear and ap­ 
ple seedlings from France of numer­ 
ous nests of the brown tailed moths, 
the worst insect pest known, and the 
scattering of it all over the country. 
Much the same thing took place in 
the case of the European scale, resem­ 
bling the San Jose scale, which was 
likewise scattered broadcast. 
These 
are cases in w hich au ounce of preven­ 
tion is worth a pound of cure and 
costs but an infinitesimal part 
a s 
much. A number of states have strin­ 
gent inspection regulations, but these 
only effect a partial relief. Such laws 
should be made nation w ide. 


Work of tho Department of Agricul­ 
ture and Cornell University— Design­ 
ed to Give Data on Highway Con­ 
struction. 


Forty-seven different sorts of road to 
the mile seems a pretty large order, 
but that is the sort of construction that 
the road office of the department of 
agriculture bas been undertaking in 
New* York state. 
It is a large piece of 
work and promises to give some of 
the most valuable comps rat ive data on 
roadmaking that have ever been ac­ 
cumulated in the United States. 
The work is to be done in conjunc­ 
tion with Cornell university and will 
be on a stretch of well traveled high­ 
way outside of Ithaca. The materials 
for the construction have all been ac­ 
cumulated, and the work bas attract­ 
ed much attention. The road will tie 
divided into sections of IOO yards each. 
and each of these will be built of dif­ 
ferent material aud in a different man­ 
ner. 
The road office made plans for 
the construction of tel ford and mac­ 
adam sections, and these will be given 
a top dressing of almost every con­ 
ceivable sort of road binder.' The 
roads will be coated with asphalt, dif- 
! ferent sorts of tar, light and heavy 
oils and such other binders as have 
lieen brought to the attention of the 
department from various sections of 
the world. 
There will be roads constructed of 
slag, granite and various sorts of rock. 
aud these will lie combined with dif­ 
ferent sorts of top dressings tending 
to form a good chemical combination 
for preserving the surface from wear. 
It is expected that the road will be 
finished before the coming of cold 
weather, ami the first report on Its 


Planting May Ba Done In tho Fall or 
8pring. 
The blackberry may be planted ta 
the fall or early In the spring. But lf 
planted too early in the fail young 
growth may start, which Is likely to 
be winter killed. The soli should be 
well prepared and the plants set a lit­ 
tle deeper than they were in the na rt­ 
ery in rows about eight feet apart and 
three feet apart In the rows. 
Some 
growers prefer planting them ta hills 
seven or eight feet apart each way, 
thus finding them easier to control, 
la rg e r fruit is so produced, as they 
can be kept cultivated both ways. 
Summer pruning is important with the 
blackberry, as the lower the canes can 
be kept the better they are likely to 
come through the winter and the eas­ 
ier they are to handle. Summer prun­ 
ing consists In merely pinching back 
the young growth to within about 
eighteen inches of the ground, after 
which side shoots will be thrown out. 
It is better to err on the side of low 
pinching than to let the canes get too 
tail 
The summer pruning may if delayed 
cause late growth, which will not 
ripen; hence It should be done in time 
or not at all 
In the spring the laterals 
should be headed back to within eight- 


O P E N IN G S FO R H U S T L E R S . 
Opportunities for securing cheap land 
that has real value are about gone. 
Henceforth the energies of those who 
do not go to Canada or elsewhere will 
have to be devoted to a better handling 
of lands already under cultivation or 
the restoration of those which have 
been reduced to bankruptcy through 
long continued aoli robbery. 
While 
there would be discouragements Bt the 
start, it would seem that along this 
line there are many good openings in 
eastern and southern states for any 
man who has the grit and intelligence 
necessary to succeed In a pioneer prop­ 
osition. 
The regeneration mentioned 
can be effected through a more thor­ 
ough cultivation of the soil, the use of 
natural and commercial fertilisers, the 
adoption of a crop rotation which 
should include one of the legumes— 
clover, alfalfa, field (teas or beans—and 
a change from the selling of the raw 
products of the farm to marketing the 
finished products In the shape of beef, 
mutton, pork, poultry, dairy products, 
etc. 
Many a farm In the sections 
mentioned is being made over by the 
adoption of these methods, and hun­ 
dreds of others may be if the right 
man gets bold of them. 


The Way Out.

wearing qualities will be made early 
next spring. 
From that time on there 
will be periodical inspections and re­ 
ports, so that the department will 
know just how the various sections 
are standing up to the work. 
All of 
the sections will be kept in as perfect 
repair as possible, and a record will 
be made of the cost of the work, so 
as to give not only the original cost 
of building, but the annual cost of 
upkeep. 
The cost will be calculated for the 
various materials used. both with and 
without including the transportation 
charges, so that it will be for any 
community to tell just what a certain 
sort of road ought to cost In its own 
vicinity. 
The department has so far decided 
on the sort of roads to be built on 
about 4.200 feet of the experimental 
stretch, and the whole work probably 
will cover about a mile. 
One of the essential features of the 
periodical reports that will be made 
will be how the different sections 
withstand different sorts of traffic. It 
has been found that some of the best 
roads where iron tired vehicles ain 
horses are used are the poorest in 
withstanding the scouring effect of 
rubber automobile tires. 
One great 
object of the various sorts of binders 
lo be experimented with is to find 
something that will make a perma­ 
nently dustless highway and one that 
will not be disintegrated by motor 
traffic. 
The exj>erlmeuts of the road office 
with 
what 
it 
terms 
“palliative” 
dressings have been quite wide in the 
past season aud tolerably satisfac­ 
tory. 
The stretch of road laid in the 
agricultural department grounds and 
treated with wood pulp sulphite liq­ 
uor has stood up quite well, but it is 
found that ll will require about two 
dressings per year to keep the road lu 
good condition. 
As the liquor now 
costs more than light oil for road 
dressing it seems not to be an econom­ 
ical material to use. 


What th* Purchase of an A uto Did. 
A farmer iu western Kansas bought 
a $3,000 automobile recently. After he 
got It home he found a stretch of road 
a mile long in his neighborhood too 
sandy for his machine. So he simply 
took his farm hands and teams and 
built a mile of macadam road through 
that sand.

cen Inches or two feet of the main 
canes 
Old canes and the weakest of 
new ones should be cut out in the fall 
or early In the spring each year. There 
w ill be a light crop of fruit the second 
year and a full crop the third year. 
Four or five full crops are about as 
much as should be taken from one 
plantation. 
The blackberry is not grown so 
hugely as It might be. 
It is one of 
the most profitable fruits to grow 
w here it succeeds well. 
Where there 
is uot danger of winter killing a well 
drained clay loam is probably best for 
the blackberry, aa it la cooter and 
more retentive of moisture than light­ 
er soils. 
The blackberry moat have 
plenty of s«ili moisture whee the frail 
is ripening, otherwise but little of 
the crop will develop. 
In the north, 
where hardiness is of greater consid­ 
eration than conservation of mo is ta re, 
the poorer and warmer soils are pre­ 
ferred. as the blackberry on these sofia 
does not make as rampant a growth 
and hence ripens its wood better. 
The berry patch shown In the cat 
was pruned late in August One-fifth 
of an acre yielded IOO bushels. 


Moles Friends of the Farmer. 
A distinguished naturalist carefully 
examined the stomachs of fifteen moles 
caught in different localities, bot failed 
to discover therein the slightest ves­ 
tige of plaots or roots; on the contrary, 
they were filled with the remains of 
earthworms. 
Not satisfied by this 
fact, be shut up several moles ta a 
box containing sods of earth, on which 
fresh grass was growing, and a smaller 
cage of grubs and earthworms. 
In 
nine days two moles devoured 346 
white worms. 193 earthworms. 25 cat­ 
erpillars and a mouse (akin and bones), 
which bad been alive in the box. He 
next gave them nothing but vegetables. 
In twenty-four hours two moles died 
of starvation. 
Another naturalist cal­ 
culated that two moles destroyed 20,- 
000 white worms or grubs in a single 
year. 
If this Is correct it is a strong 
argument 
In 
favor of 
multiplying 
rather than destroying the moles. 


The Open Top Tree. 
It la oot necessary to go over the 
tree trying to cut off every littlo twig. 
The leaders are the ones that need at­ 
tention. 
When heading in these lead­ 
ers It La best to cut them off to a side 
branch rather than to dormant bud. 
Frequently 
when 
an 
inexperienced 
mao practices heading in he is tempt­ 
ed to shear the tree all over and leave 
It a smooth, oval form. 
It will be 
seen that this Is very different from 
the method described above, where 
only the leaders are cut back and the 
side shoots thinned so as to leave an 
open top. 
The amount of heading in 
to be done should vary from year to 
year, according as the crop promises 
to be large or small. As the tree gets 
older less heading In is usually neces­ 
sary.

BANKER MUST SERVE TERM 


John R. Walsh, Wrecker of Chicago 
Institution, Loses Appeal. 
Chicago, dot. 5. — John R. Walsh, 
convicted of misapplication of the 
funds of the Chicago National bank. 
must serve the sentence of five years’ 
imprisonment imposed upon him by 
the trial Jury, save in the event that 
the supreme court upsets the affirma­ 
tion of the verdict of guilty handed 
down by the United States circuit 
court of appeals here. 
Counsel for Mr. Walsh, In their ap­ 
peal, laid the greatest stress on what 
they alleged was a lack of criminal 
intent on the part of the defendant 
In the lengthy brief which they filed 
nut h law was quoted to show that tho 
convicted banker, newspaper publisher 
and railroad owner used the funds of 
the bank in what he considered a le­ 
gitimate manner. 
Counsel for Walsh have thirty days 
in which to file application for a re 
hearing by the court of appeals. Mean­ 
while Walsh will be at liberty under 
his present bonds of $50,000.

AT LEAST 30 DEAD 
IN MINE EXPLOSION 


Slily Men Entombed in British 
Columbia Comely. 


Nanaimo, B. C., OcL 6 .—Thirty lives 
are known to have been lost in an ex­ 
plosion that entombed sixty men in 
the extension mine of the Wellington 
Colliery company here. 
Twenty-five of the imprisoned men 
were rescued, but the rapidly spread­ 
ing fire prevented the rescuers from 
completing their work. 
Eight bodies 
were recovered and the workers are 
making every effort to force further 
entrance into the two levels affected 
by the explosion In an effort to save 
any who may be living and to recover 
the bodies of the dead before they are 
consumed. 
The fire is constantly gaining head­ 
way, and while it continues there is 
little hope of the rescuers being able 
to reach tbs imprisoned man.
